DESCRIBE THE PRESENT AND ORIGINAL (IF KNOWN) PHYSICAL APPEARANCE

The Riley Farm cottage is a one room, true one and one-half
story frame dwelling. The dormers, one on each of the east and
west gable slopes of the roof, nearly intersect the eaves line.

The east and west facades are identical, each with a modern door

to the north and a 6/6 sash, shuttered window to the south. The
interior chimney is at the south gable end. A winding boxed stair
with a closet beneath rises alongside the chimney in the southeast
corner. The fireplace is framed by an original mantel of simple
form with a Greek ovolo malding. A small gable roofed addition,
now a kitchen and bathroom, projects from the eastern end of the
south wall. The house is sheathed in white painted wooden shingles.
The door and window trim consists of unadorned flat boards. Riley
Farm dates from the mid- 19th century. It is now a well maintained
guest cottage.
